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Feature  of  Issue;    WOP.LD  SITUATION  IN  MUTTON  AND  LAMB 
GRAIN  PRODUCTION  IN  ARGENTINA  INCREASED 

Tne  first  official  estimate  of  the  wheat  production  in  the  past 
(1928-29)  season  in  Argentina  is  307,358,000  "bushels,  according  to  a  cable 
to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture,     This  is  an  increase  of  28,5  -per 
cent  over  the  unusually  large  harvest  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  larg- 
est Argentine  wheat  crop  on  record.     The  flaxseed  production,  which  is  es- 
timated at  82,791,000  bushels., '  is  also,  the  largest  on  record,  "being  4,2 
per  cent  above  that  of  the  preceding  year.     Corn  is  the  'only  important  crop 
which  shows  a  decrease,  on  account  of. the  long  drought  which  came  at  an  un- 
favorable time  during  the  growing  season.     Its  production  is  officially  es- 
timated at  231,719,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  24.2  per  cent  from  that  har- 
vested during  the  preceding  year.     Some  unofficial  sources  in  Argentina, 
however,  believe  that  this  figure. is  underestimated,  and  if  it    ,is  true  that 
there  were  126 ,000,000  bushels  of  corn  still  available  for  export  on  July  1, 
with,  nearly  78-, 000, 000  bushels  from  this  crop  already  exported,  the  offi- 
cial production  estimate  would  seem  to  be  rather  low.     The  barley  and  oats 
crops  also  were  above  those  of  1927-28. 

CURRENT.  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

German  hog  prices  advanced  further  during  the  week  ended  July  10'^ 
according  to  cabled  advices  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson 
at  Berlin.     The  average  price  for  the  week  at  that  city  averaged  $18,58 
per  100  pounds,  the  highest  point  reached  since  December  1925,  and  $3,72 
above  last  year's  average.     In  lard  also  the  market  was  stronger,  accord- 
ing to  Hamburg  quotations,  but  still  slightly  under  last  year's  levels. 
See  table,  page  129. 

The  British  cared  pork  market  was  steady  to  stronger  during  the  week 
ended  July  10,  according  to  information  cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Foley  at  London.    Liverpool  averages,  indicated  that  American  green  bellies 
were  unchanged  from  a  week  earlier,  but  that  American  short  cut  green  hams 
were  up  slightly  at  $25.74  per  100  pounds.     Canadian  green  sides  also  were 
higher  at  $25.42,  as  were  panish  Wilt  shires,  which  made  $26.94.  American 
prime  steam  western  lard  gained  a  little  to  reach  $13,80.     The  whole  range 
of  prices  was  above  those  of  the  corresponding  week  of  1928,     See  table,

The  London  wool  sales  opened  on  .July  9  with  all  wools  lower  than  at 
the  close  of  the  last  series,  according  to  a  cable  received  from  A?ri cul- 
tural Commissioner  Foley,     Greasy  merinos  were  5  .to  10  per  cent  below  the 
last  sales,  with  low  greasy  crossbreds  par  to  5  per  cent  lower,  and  fine 
crossbreds  7,5  to  10  per  cent  lower. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

.Wheat  production,  in  1929 

The  1929  wheat  production  in  10  countries  as  reported  to  date  is 
forecast  at  1,460,844,000  bushels  against  1,563,828,000  bushels  in  those 
countries  in  1928,  when  they  represented  about  40  per  cent  of  the  world 
total  wheat  production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.    See  table,  page 

for  figures  by  countries.     The  first  report  covering  all  classes  of 
wheat  in  the  United  States  indicates  a  probable  production  of  833,869,000 
bushels  in  1929,  compared  with  902,191,000  bushels  in  1928.    The  acreage 
of  durum  wheat  has  been  reduced  20.2  per  cent  below  the  acreage  harvested 
in  1928,  and  the  condition  as  of  July  1  indicates  a  production  of 
58,278,000  bushels  against  92,770,000  bushels  in  1928,    The  acreage  of  '. 
spring  wheat  . other  than  durum-  has  been  increased  4.5  per  cent  over  1928  '. 
but  the  July  1  condition  •indicates  a  production  of  193,099,000  bushels, 
which  is  IS  per  cent  below  the  1928  crop  of  231,288,000  bushels.  The 
stocks  of  wheat  on  farms  on  July  1  are  estimated  at  44,741,000  bushels 
compared  with  23,729,000  bushels  in  1928.  . 

The  first  estimate  of  production  in  Rumania  is  94,835,000  bushels, 
which  is  almost  18  per  cent  below  1928.     The  second  estimate  of  production 
in  Hungary  has  been  increased  more  than  7,000,000  bushels  over  the  first 
estimate  to  70,547,000  bushels,  but  the.  estimate  is  still  almost  30,000,000 
bushels  below  the  production  in  1923.    Production  in  Bulgaria  is  estimated 
at  37,441,000  bushels,  or  25  per  cent  below  1923.     The  Japanese  crop  for 
the  provinces  reported  is  also  below  last  year.    Production  in  39  prov- 
inces which  last  year  produced  about  97  per.  cent  of  the  total  crop  is  es- 
timated at  23,316,000  bushels  against  30,239,000  bushels  in  those  prov- 
inces in  1923.    The  ITorth  African  crop  as  far  as  reported  is  above  last 
year. 

Wheat  areas  and  condition 

The  1929  wheat  acreage  in  26  countries  has  been  reported  at 
139,042,000  acres  against  187 ,.961, 000  acres  in  1928,  when  they  represented 
77  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  acreage  excluding  Russia  and 
China. 

United  States  and  Canada 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  total  1929  wheat  acreage  in  the 
United  States  is  .60,756,000  acres,  an  increase  of  5.2  per  cent  over  the 
57,763,000  acres  harvested  in  1928.     The  first  official  estimate'  of  the 
total  acreage  in  Canada  is  24,305,000  acres,  of  which  23,407,000  acres 
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were  sown  this  spring  and  898,000  acres  were  sown  last  fall.     This  esti- 
mate represents  an  increase  of  0.8  per  cent  over  the  1928  estimate  of 
24,119,000  acres.     The  condition  of  the  wheat  crop  in  Canada  is  decidedly 
"below  the  condition  at  the  same  time  last  year.     Conditions  in  eastern 
Canada  are  fair,  hut  that  section  represents  less  than  5  per  cent  of  the 
total  wheat  acreage.    In  western  Canada  conditions  are  poor  owing  to  the 
cool  weather  and  lack  of  moisture..    The  condition  of  the  total  wheat  crop 
as  of  June  30  was  38  per  cent  of  average  against  100  per  cent  as  of  May 
31,1929,  and  102  per  cent  as  of  June  30,  1928. 

Europe  and  Asia 

Revisions  have  "been  made  in  the  acreage  in  European  countries  as 
shown  in  the  table  on  page  122.     The  total  wheat  acreage  in  15  European 
countries,  which  last  year  represented  over  85  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
European  wheat  acreage  exclusive  of  Russia,  is  now  reported  at  59,822,000 
acres  against  61,269,000  acres  in  1928.     The  condition  of  the  wheat  crop  in 
Great  Britain  as  of  July  1,  as  estimated  hy  the  "London  Times",  was  96  per 
cent  of  average  against  98  per  cent  as  of  July  1,  1928. 

A  report  of  the  Meteorological  section  of  the  Conmissariat  of  Agri- 
culture of  the  R. • S.  P.  S.  R.  (Russia. proper),  states  that  crop  conditions 
during  the  last  ten  days  of  June  are  rbout  average  and  partly  "below  in 
Viatka-Vatluga,  Middle  Volga,  Lower  Volga,  North  Caucasus,  Crimea  and 
Siberia,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson 
at  Berlin.    The  conditions  in  all  other  regions, are  average  and  partly 
above  average.     The  rains  which  fell  during  the  last  ten  days  of  June  were 
beneficial  to  the  spring  crops*  but  parts  of  Kasakstan,  Lower  Volga  region, 
the  southeastern  part  of  Middle  Volga,  and  the  western  part  of  Siberia 
are  still  in  need  of  further  rains.    A  recent  official  report  stated  that 
dry  winds  have  reduced  the  grain  yields  in  North  Caucasus.    Further  im- 
provement of  crops  in  Ukraine  is  indicated  by  later  Russian  press  reports. 
A  shortage  of  agricultural  machinery  is  reported  from  several  regions  and 
complaints  are  being  made  that  sufficient  preparations  have  not  been  made 
for  the  harvesting  campaign.     The  1929  grain  area  in  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  is 
now  reported  to  have  been  increased  from  5  to  6  per  cent  over  the  1928 
area.     The  bread  grain  area  shows  a  greater  increase  than  feed  grains. 
The  Japanese  estimate  of  1,086,000  acres  and  the  Chosen  estimate  of 
894,000  acres  have  also  been  received  during  the  week. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  the  United  State-  during  the  first 
week  of  the  1929-30  season  were  1,696,000  bushels  again,     only  397,000 
bushels  during  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
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Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  July  5  were  71,762,000  bushels  against  74,364,000  bushels  on  June  28  and 
62,872,000  bushels  on  July  6.    Receipts  at  Port  William-Port  Arthur  during 
the  week  ended  July  5  were  3,488,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  2,847,000 
bushels.    Receipt  at  Vancouver  during  the  week  were  753,000  bushels  and 
shipments  were  774,000  bushels.

Europe 

Wheat  prices  at  Hamburg  continued  on  the  upward  trend  during  hhe 
week  ended  July  10,  but  rye  prices  at  Berlin  declined  after  the  rise  during 
the  previous  week.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  was  $1.65 
per  bushel  on  July  10,  against  $1.64  on  July  3,  and  $1.52  on  June  26.  The 
spot  price  of  domestic  rye  at  Berlin  was. $1.22  on  July  10,  $1.32.  on  July  3, 
and  $1.16  on  June  26.    Farm  stocks  of  wheat  in  Germany  on  June  15,     as  esti- 
mated by  the  German  Agricultural  Council,  were  9,800,000  bushels,  or 

I,  200,000  bushels  less  than  on  June  15,  1928,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr. 
Dai?son.    Farm  stocks  of  winter  rye  which  are  estimated  at  36,000,000  bush- 
els are  over  twice  the  amount  remaining  on  June  15,  1928.     Stocks  of  sipring 
barley  are^also  above  last  year,  being  reported  at  3,000,000  bushels  against 
only  2,300,/bushels  last  year.     See  table,  page  . 

China 

The  harvesting  of  the  1929  wheat  crop  in  the  Yangtze  valley  was  com- 
pleted in  June  and  Shanghai  millers  estimate  that  the  crop-was  of  fair  size 
but  materially  below  last  year's  good  crop,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  p.  0.  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.    The  quality  of  this  year's 
crop  is  inferior  to  last  season.     The  Shanghai  millers  estimate  that  they 
will  be  able  to  operate  their  mills  at  full  capacity  with  native  wheat  until 
January  or  February,  but  after  that  time  they  will  be  on  the  market  for  for- 
eign wheat.     Communications  are  so  primitive .  and  costly  that  family  oor.di-  ■ 
tions  in  North  China  have  practically  no  influence  on  the  Shanghai  supply 
situation.    Millers  are  watching  American  and  Canadian  prices,  but  at  pres- 
ent, foreign  quotations  are  too  high  to  warrant  placing  contracts  for  He c em- 
ber or  later  delivery.    Native  wheat  was  quoted  at  $1.07  per  bushel  on  July 

II,  whereas  American  western  red  No.  2  for  September  delivery  was  quo.ted  at 
$1.29  per  bushel.     The  -purchase  of  comparatively  large  quantities  of  foreign 
wheat  provided  a  profitable  undertaking  for  local  mills  and  they  are  again 
prepared  to  buy  heavily  if  price  developments  are  favorable  and  if  silver  is 
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of  low  value.  The  present  rate  of  exchange  is  unfavorable ,  however,  and 
if  it  continues  so  it  may  seriously  affect  the  wheat  trade.  Last  season 
Canadian  No. '4  proved  to  "oe  of  sufficiently  high  quality  when  nixed  with 
American, Australian,  or  local  wheat,  but  the  results  with  Canadian  Ho.  5 
were  unsatisfactory.  Quotations  on  local  flours  have  risen  from  $1.17  per 
hag  of  49  pounds  on  May  30  to  $1.29  per  hag  for  July  delivery. 

United  States  wheat  prices  ' 

All  classes  Of  wheat  advanced  in  rjriee  during  the  week  ended  July 
5  with  spring  wheats  making    substantial  gains,  wMle  winter  wheats  made 
only  moderate  gains,  and  soft  winter  advanced  the  least  of  ail.     This  is 
a  reflection  of  the  production    estimates  of  the  various  classes.  The 
weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  of  wheat  at  the  six 
principal  markets  advanced  five  cents  to  115  cents  per  bushel  aw  compared 
with  137  cents  a  year  ago.     Kb.  1  dark  northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  ad- 
vanced seven  cents  to  137  cents  per  bushel  as  against.  153  cents  last  year. 
No.    2  anher  durum  at  Minneapolis  advanced  four  cents  to  116  cents  as  com- 
pared with  132  centra  year  ago.  ITo.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  advanced 
four  cents  to  113  cents  per  bushel,  or  23  cents  under  last  year's  price. 
Ho.  2  red  winter  at  St.  Louis  declined  four  cents  to  123  cents  as  compared 
with  172  cents  last  year.     The  price  of  all  grades    of  soft  winter  at  six 
markets  advanced .Blight ly.      The  price  of  western  white  at  Seattle,  as  in- 
dicated by  the  average  of  daily  cash  quotations,  advanced  three  cents  to 
119  cents  as  compared  with  140  cents  last  year.     Cash  markets  continued 
strong  after  July  5  and  prices  advanced  somewhat,.  The  spread  between  cash 
closing  prices  at  Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  farrowed  two  cents  during  the 
week  and  was  only  one  cent  in  favor  of  Minneapolis  as  compared  with  a 
spread  of  18  cents  a  year  ago. 

The  wheat  futures  market  was  somewhat  unsettled  during  the  week 
ended  July  11,  but  the  level  of  closing  prices  was  above  the  highest  point 
reached  during  the  previous  week.     The  highest  point     of  the  week  was 
reached  on  Friday,  after  which  closing  prices  worked  downward  until  Tues- 
day, when  recovered  somewhat  during  the  two  closing  days  of  the  week.  With 
further  complaints  of  damage  to  the  spring  wheat  crop  and  reports  of  rain 
in  Canada,  and  Argentina,  the  market  news  has  been  somewhat  conflicting. 
The  official  estimate  of  spring  wheat  production  indicates  that  consider- 
ably less  will  be  produced  this  year  than  last.    July  futures  at  Chicago 
closed  at  122  cents  per  bushel  on  July  11  as  compared- with  120  cents  July 
3,  and  131  cents  last  year.     July  futures  at  Minneapolis  were  three  cents 
higher  than  the  week  before  and  <snly  seven  cents  less  than  last  year.  The 
Liverpool  July  closing  was  130  cents  as  compared  with  129  cents  July  3, 
and  144-  cents  last  year.     .August  futures  at  Buenos  Aires  closed  at  114 
cents  on  July  10  as  compared  with  111  cents  July  2,  and  129  cents  last  year.

Rye  production  and  area 

The  1929  rye  production  in  4  countries  is  forecast,  at  95,560,000 
bushels,  which  is  1,5  per  cent  below  the  production  of  94,966,000  bushels  in 
those  countries  in  1928, 
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The  July  1  condition  of  rye  in  the  United  States  indicates  a,  pro- 
duction of  41,949,000  bushels  against  41,675,000  bushels  in  1928.  Esti- 
mates have  been  received  from  three  European  countries:    ■  Hun gar y 
30,510,000  bushels,  Bulgaria  8,582,000  bushels,  and  Romania  12,519,000 
bushels.     The  Rumanian  estimate  is  the  only  estimate  which  exceeds  last 
year.     These  are  minor  rye  producing  countries,  however,  and  in  1928 
represented  less  than  6  per  cent  of  the  estimated  European  total  ex- 
clusive of  Russia.     Conditions  in  Germany  and  Poland,  the  most  important 
rye  producing  countries  in  Europe  aside  from  Russia,  are  good  and  indi- 
cate that  the  crop  may  turn  out  as  good  or  even-  better  than  last  year. 

The  -total  rye  acreage  in  16  European  countries  is  reported  at 
27,976,000  acres  against  27,660,000  acres  in  1928.     The  new  estimates 
received  during  the  past  week  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  122.  The 
first  estimate  of  the  total  United  States  rye  acreage  is  3,284,000  acres 
against  3,439,000  acres  in  1923.     The  first  estimate  of  the  Canadian  rye' 
acreage  is  770,000  acres  against  840,000  acres  in  1928.     The  condition 
of  all  rye  in  Canada  as  of  June  30  was  91  per  cent  of  average,,  against 
95  per  cent  as  of  May  31,1929,  and  93  per  cent  as  of  June  30,  1928. 

PEED  GRAINS 

Barley 

The  condition  of  barley  in  the  United  States  on  July  1  is  reported 
to  be  76.7  per  cent  of  normal .     This  was  7  per  cent  below  its  condition 
on  June  1,  and  considerably  below  its  condition  at  the  beginning  of  July 
the  past  two  years.    -In  Canada  the  barley  condition  as  of  June  30  was  92 
per  cent  of  the  average  condition  for  the  past  ten  years,  compared  with 
a  condition  of  99  per  cent  a  month  earlier,  and  102  per  cent  on  June  30 
last  year. 

In  Great  Britain  the  condition  of  barley  on  July  1  was  104  per  cent 
of  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  against  107  per  cent  on  the  same 
date  last  year.     In  Germany  the  condition  of  "winter  barley  as  cf  July  1 
was  only  32  per  cent  of  the  ten- -year  average  compared  with  94  per  cent  at 
the  same  tir;ie  last  year.     Winter  barley,  however ,  constitutes  only  14  per 
cent  of  the  total  crop.    The  condition  of  the  spring  barley,  which  consti- 
tutes' the  remainder  of  the  crop,  was  103  per  cent  of  the  past  ten-year 
average  as  compared  with  100  per  cent  on  July  1  last  year. 

The  total  1929  area  sown  to  barley  as  reported  by  22  countries, 
which  last  year  planted  66  per  cent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  total, 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  46,751,000  acres,  an  increase  of 
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2.6  per  cent  over  that  sown  by  the  same  countries  last  year.    The  first 
estimate  of  the  area  sown  in  the  United  States  .is  13,595,000  acres,  a  figure 
8.5  per  cent  above  that  of  1928,  and  the  largest  acreage  on  record.  The 
5,159,000  acres  sown  in.  Canada  is  also  the  largest  "barley  area  on  record 
there.     In  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  the  area,  sown  totals  3,372,000  acres, 
an  increase  of  10.3  per  cent  over  the  3,056,000  acres  sown  in  1928. 

In  Europe  the  only  countries  so  far  which  do  not  show  at  least 
slightly  increased  barley  acreages  over  last  year  are  Spain,  Czechoslovakia, 
and  Bulgaria.,    The  total  area  for  the  13  European  countries  reported  is 

1.7  per  cent  above  that  of  1928.    Revisions  in  the  estimates  of  the  North 
African  acreage  leave  the  total  less  than  1  per  cent  below  that  of  last 
year,  while  the  greatest  decrea.se  in  acreage  is  reported  in  the  Asiatic 
countries,  which  show  a  net  decrease  of  more  than  6  per  cent.     The  first 
estimate  for  Chosen,  however,  is  3.6  per  cent  above  the  acreage  sown  in 
1928.     For  barley  acreage  table,  see  page  124. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1929  barley  production  in  the  United 
States  is  317*264,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  11  per  cent  from  the 
356,667,000  bushels  raised  last  year.    The  production  in  California,  how- 
ever, is  placed  at  2,526,000  bushels,  which  is  more  than  5  per  cent  above 
that  harvested  last  year. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1929  barley  crop  in  Hungary  is  28,063,000 
bushels,  which  is  8.5  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year,  but  an  nnusually 
large  crop  for  recent  years.     In  Rumania,  the  1929  production  is  estimated 
at  114,226,000  bushels,  which  is  considerably  above  any  previous  harvest. 
In  Bulgaria,  the  1929  crop  is  placed  at  9,278,000  bushels,  the  smallest 
crop  since  1924,  and  more  than  41  per  cent  below  the  harvest  of  1928.  In 
Chosen  the  first  production  estimate  is  40,372,000  bushels,  an  increase  of 
18.2  per  cent  over  that  of  last  year.     See  page  125  for  1928  barley 
production  table. 

United  States  barley  exports  during  the  week  ended  July  6  fell  be- 
ldw  those  of  the  preceding  week.     See  barley  trade  table,  page  127.  United 
States  barley  prices  increased  during  that  week  to  the  highest  point  since 
late  in  April.    No.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  advanced  3  cents  to  63  cents 
per  bushel,  which  was  31  cents  below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week 
last  year.    For  table  showing  barley  prices,  see  page    126.    In  Denmark,  the 
barley  market  was  reported  as  firmer  late  in  June,  as  the  supplies  had 
dwindled  considerably. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  July  5  stood  at  5,860,000  bushels  compared  with  only  2,562,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  in  1928,  and  2,471,000  bushels  in  1927.  Receipts 
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of  "barley  at  Fort  William,  Port  Arthur,  Vancouver,  and  Victoria  from 
August  1  -  July  5,  1928-29,  totaled  43,779,000  "bushels,  while  shipments 
during  the  sane  period  amounted  to  41,413,000  bushels.    Mill  grindings 
of  barley  in  Canada  for  the  10  months  ended  May  31,  1929,  amounted  to 
743,000  bushels  against  672,000  bushels  for  the  same  ten-month  period  of 
1927-23.    Farm  stocks  of  spring  barley  in  Germany  on  June  15  were  nearly 
four  times  as  large    as  a  year  ago.    See  table,  page  126« 

Oats 

The  condition  of  oats  in  the  United  States  on  July  1  is  reported 
to  be  79  per  cent  of  normal.    This  was  3  per  cent  below  its  condition  on 
June  1,  and  slightly  below  its  condition  at  the  beginning  of  July  the 
past  two  years.     In  Canada  the  oats  condition  as  of  June  30  was  92  per 
cent  of  the  average  condition  for  the  past  ten  years,  compared  with  a 
condition  of  98  per  cent  a  month  earlier,  and  101  per  cent  on  June  30 
last  year.    In  Great  Britain  its  condition  on  July  1  was  102  per  cent 
the  average  of  the  past  ten  years  compared  with  104  per  cent  on  the  same 
date  last  year. 

The  1929  oats  acreage  sown  in  the  IS  countries  so  far  reported, 
which  last  year  planted  73.5  per  cent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  total, 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China,  amounts  to  72,665,000  acres,  almost  2  per 
cent  below  that  sown  in  the  same  countries  last  year.

Mill  grindings  of  oats  in  Canada  for  the  10  months  ended  May  31, 
1929,  totaled  9,749,000  bushels,  oatmeal  production  12,377,000  pounds,  and 
rolled  oa.ts  production  115,932,000  pounds.    During  the  same  ten-month  per- 
iod of  1927-23,  oats  grindings  amounted  to  9,776,000  bushels,  and  oatmeal 
and. rolled  oats  production  to  15,352,000  pounds  and  102,271,000  pounds, 
respectively.     Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection 
Division  of  Canada  on  July  5  amounted  to  11,930,000  bushels,  against  only 
4,924,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year,  and  3,354,000  bushels  in 
1927,    Receipts  of  oats  at  Port  William,  port  Arthur,  Vancouver,  and  Prince 
■Rupert  from  August  1  -  July  5,  1928-29  amounted  to  29^349,000  bushels,  while 
shipments  during  the  same  period  totaled  24,467,000  bushels. 

Corn 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1929  corn  area  in  the  United  States  is 
placed  at  98,333,000  acres,  a  decrease  of  2.3  per  cent  from  that  of  last 
year,  and  almost  2,000,000  bushels  below  the  signified  intentions  to  plant 
as  of  March  1,     Its  condition  on  July  1  ^ras  reported  to  be  77.6  per  cent 
of  normal,  compared  with  78.1  per  cent  on  July  1  last  year.     The  production, 
therefore,  is  estimated  at  2,662,050,000  bushels,  or  6.1  per  cent  below 
that  of  last  year. 

The  area  sown  to  corn  in  the  6  countries  so  far  reported,  which  last 
year  planted,  more  than  77  per  cent  of  the  northern  Hemisphere,  exclusive  of 
Russia,  amounts  to  115,601,000  acres,  or  1,5  per  cent  below  that  sown  by 
the  same  countries  last  year.    There  has  been  an  increase  in  each  of  the  5 
European  countries  reported,  however,  making  a  net  increase  of  3,6  per  cent 
over  the  1928  area.     See  corn  acreage  table,  page  103.     The  first  estimate 
of  the  1929  production  of  corn  in  Bulgaria  is  29,880,000  bushels,  the  largest 
crop  on  record  within  present  boundaries,  and  more  than  63  per  cent  above  the 
production  of  1928,  which  was  decreased  so  much  or.  account  of  the  severe 
drought . 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1928-29  com  production  in  Argen- 
tina has  been  placed  at  231,704,000  bushels.  This  is  close  to  the  estimate 
published  in  foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  April  8,  ''929,  page  437,  as  a  re- 
sult of  a  study  based  on  weather  conditions.     It  is,  however,  considered 
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too  low  by  some  of  the  leading  unofficial'  publications  in  Argenti?ia.  The 
previous  estimate  of  the  1928  corn  crop  in  the  United  States  has  "been  low- 
ered by  more  than  4,000,000  bushels  to  2,635,678,000  bushels.    As  a  result 
of  these  changes,  the  total  1923  corn  production  for  the  28  countries  re- 
ported now  stands  at  3, 808, .980, 000  bushels,  a  figare  a  little  mere  than  2 
per  cent  below  the  1927  production.     For  the  1928  corn  production  table,

Net  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  as  far  as.  reported  since  Novem- 
ber 1,  total  176,854,000  bushels,    a  decrease  of  9.8    per  cent  from  the 
196,05o,000  bushels  exported  daring  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
United  States  corn  export?  during  the  week  ended  .July  6  were    the  smallest 
weekly  shipment  since  the  beginning  of  November.  Argentine  exports  for  that 
week  remained  above  the  6,000,000  bushel  ma^k,  though  they  fell  below  the 
exports  of  the  two  preceding  weeks.     See  corn  trade  table,  page  127. 

The  exportable  rmiplur,  of  corn  remaining  in  Argentina  on  July  1  was 
estimated  by  the  best  unofficial  sources  in  Argentina  as  126,000,000  bush- 
els.     Nearly  78,000,000  bushels  have  already  been  exported,  which  would 
leave  a  balance  of  only  28 ,-000, 000  bushels  for  homo  consumption  and  seed- 
ing, assuming  that  the  official  estimate  of  come  232,000,000  bushels  is 
correct.    As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  home  consumption  usually  runs  from  about 
45,000,000  to  90,000,000  bushels. 

There  was  little  change  in  United  States  corn  prices  during  the  week 
ended  July  5.    No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  advanced  1  cent  to  94  cents  per 
bushel,  which  was  the  highest  weekly  average  since  March  22,  while  July  fu- 
tures remained  at  93  cents.    Both  prices  were  12  cents  below  the  correspond- 
ing weekly  averages  last  year.    July  and  August  futures  for  Argentine  corn 
both  advanced  several  cents  to  36  and  88  cents,  respectively,  while  last 
year  the  July  and  September  futures  for  the  same  week  were  88  and  86  cents, 
respectively.    The  spread  between  United  States  and  Argentine  future  corn 
prices  at  the  beginning  of  July,  therefore,  amounted  to  7  cents  per  bushel.

Preliminary  results  of  the  spring  sowin g  campaign  in  Soviet  Russia 

The  spring  sowing  campaign  in  Soviet  Russia  has  been  completed,  ac- 
cording' to  a  signed  article  in  "Economic  Life"  of  June  19,  1929.      The  un- 
favorable weather  conditions  in  the  fall  of  1928  resulted  in  smaller  winter 
sowings  than  the  Soviet  authorities  had  planned  and  also  in  a  noticeable 
reduction    of  fall  plowing.     In  view  of  this  the  government  planned  to  cover 
the  shortage  in  the  winter  acreage  by  increasing  the  sowing  this  spring  by 
7  per  cent  for  the  union  as  a  whole*     The  other  objective  was  to  increase 
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the  yield  per  acre  "07  3  -per  cent.    Various  reports  point  to  the  fact  that 
the  acreage  has  been  increased  in  different  regions  hut  the  exact  figures 
by  regions  will  not  be  available  before  August.     It  is  pointed  out  that 
the  percentage  increase  in  acreage  in  the  so-called  "socialistic  sector" 
(state  farms  and  agricultural  cooperatives  of  various  types)  "exceeded 
noticeably  the  plans  for  various  regions.     In  the  so-called  "individualis 
sector"  (peasant  farms)  the  increase  of  acreage  took  place  largely  among 
the  poor  and  the  middle  strata  of  the  peasantry,  while  the  well  to  do 
peasants  (Kulaki)  tended  to  decrease  their  dowin,gs. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  recorded  in  the  distribution  of  see 
to  the  farmers  and  efforts  were  made  to  supply  selected  seed.  Considerab 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  problem  of  cleaning  the  seed  but  lack  of 
necessary  equipment  hampers  progress  in  this  direction.    Agricultural  ma- 
chinery was  supplied  primarily  to  the  so-called  "socialistic  sector"  of 
agriculture  and  the  poor  and  middle  peasants.     The  "plan"  for  supplying 
tractors  was  fully  executed,  thus  compensating  to  a  considerable  extent 
for  the  shortage  of  draft  animals,  but  th  "plan"  for  an  additional  supply 
of  tractors  parts  was  executed  only  to  the  extent  of  60  per  cent.     It  is 
stated  that  20  per  cent  of  peasant  farms  in  R.S.I.S,3.   (Russia  proper) 
lack  the  necessary  implements  and  the  percentage  of  those  which  possess 
the  most  primitive  types  is  also  considerable.     The  "plan"  for  the  supply 
of  mineral  fertilizers  was  not  being  fully  executed.     Insufficient  atten- 
tion in  general  is  given  to  the  problem  of  combating  various  pests,  which 
cause  considerable  loss  to  Russian  agr i culture. 

Preliminary  reports  indicate  that  prosjsects  for  the  wheat  crop  of 
Uzbekistan,  the  most  important  cotton  growing  area  in  Russia,  are  satis- 
factory and  in  parts  even  somewhat  above  the  average,  according  to  a  re- 
port in  "Economic  Life"  of  June  21.    Harvesting  had  begun  at  the  time  of 
the  report.    Uzbekistan  is  deficient  in  cereals  and  must  depend  on  ship- 
ments from  other  regions  for  an  adequate  supply  of  grain,  which  is  essen- 
tial to  the  expansion  of  the'  cotton  acreage  that  is  being  encouraged  by 
the  Soviet  Government.    According  to  the  statistics  of  railway  shipments, 
the  indicated  deficiency  is  about  200,000  short  tons,  mostly  wheat  and 
wheat  flour.    The  cotton  growing  districts  of  Turkestan  will  be  much  more 
favorably  situated  in  regard  to'  grain  supply  with  the  completion  of  the 
Turkestan-Siberian  railway,  now  under  construction.     In  1925,  the  last 
year  for  which  details  are  available,  the  total  area  under  cereals  in 
Uzbekistan  was  estimated  at  2,266,000  acres,  of  which  779,000  acres  were 
sown  to  winter  wheat,  614,000  acres  to  spring  wheat,  252,000  acres  to 
barley,  and  220,000  acres  to  corn,  the  four  principal  grain  crops  grown  i 
the  region.  ••  • 
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TOBACCO 

Foreign  tobacco  areas 

The  transplanting  of  tobacco  in  Belgium  has  been  rendered  difficult 
by  dry  weather,  according  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at 
Rome.     In  1923,  7,554  acres  were  planted,  to  tobacco  in  Belgium,  yielding 
a  crop  of  15,522,000  pounds.     In  Hungary,  tobacco  was  progressing  satis- 
factorily .early  ' ih'"    v  June,  according  to  the  Bulletin  of  the  International 
Institute.    Earlier  reports  indicated  an  unfavorable  situation  during  the 
planting  period.    See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  June  10,  1929,  page  857. 
In  1923,  55,781  acres  fire  planted  to  tobacco  in  Hungary,  yielding  a  crop  of 
57,982,000  pounds,  or  2,471  acres  and  11,022,000  pounds  less  than  in  1927. 
The  area  planted  to  tobacco  in  Italy  this  year  is  placed  at  93,000  acres  by 
the  International  Institute,  or  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  when 
75,108,000  pounds  of  leaf  were  produced,  an  increase  of  9,000,000  pounds 
over  1927  with  only  a  slight  increase  in  area  planted.    The  area  planted  to 
tobacco  in  Czechoslovakia  is  placed  by  the  Institute  at  15,600'  acres,  an 
increase  of  900  acres  over  last  year,  when  about  15,000,000  pounds  of  leaf 
were  produced. 

It  is  estimated  that  25,000  acres  have  been  planted  to  tobacco  in 
the  Departments  of  Constant ine  and  Oran  in- Algeria,  against  about  30,000 
acres  in  1928,  and  37,000  acres  in  1927.     These  2  departments  accounted 
during  the  past  2  years  for  approximately  one-half  of  the  total  Algerian 
acreage,  this  area  being  devoted  to  the  growing  of  pipe  tobacco,  with  the 
exception  of  an  insignificant  proportion  of  snuff  tobacco.     In  Tunis  an 
area  of  1,500  acres  has  been  planted,  compared  with  1,100  acres  last  year, 
yielding  a  crop  of  1,102,000  pounds.     Crop  condition  was  given  as  100  per 
cent  on  June  1,  according  to  the  International  Institute.    An  area  of 
7,500  acres  has  been  planted  in  Syria  (5,000.  acres  in  Lebanon  and  2,500-. 
acres  in  Alaouite) ,  compared  with  6,200  acres  in  1928  (3,700  acres  in  Leb- 
anon and  2,500  acres  in  Alaouite,  these  2  provinces  producing  almost  all 
the  toba,cco  of  the  colony).     The  crop  condition  on  June  1  was  placed  at 
100  per  cent  for  both  Lebanon  and  Alaouite,  while  last  year  the  condition 
was  only  65  per  cent. for  Lebanon. 


SUGAR  BEETS 

The  total  acreage  planted  to  sugar  beets  during  the  current  year 
in  the  United  States  and  Europe  together,  excluding  Russia,  shows  a  slight 
increase  over  last  year.     The  acreage  in  Europe,  excluding  Russia, 
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according  to  estimates  published  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agri- 
culture, is  placed  at  4,516,276  acres,  which  is  a  decrease  of  1.7  per  cent 
from  last  year's  harvested  acreage  of  4,592,976  acres.    The  decrease  in- 
dicated in  the  European  acreage,  however,  is  offset  by  an  increase  of  21,3 
per  cent  in  the  United  States  sugar  beet  acreage  which  is  estimated  at 
781,000  acres  as  compared  with  644,000  acres  harvested  in  1928. 

Among  the  most  important  sugar  beet  producing  countries  in  Europe, 
increases  over  last  year  occur  in  Poland,  Austria,  Hungary,  Italy,  England 
and  Wales,  and  a  slight  increase  in  Prance.     Czechoslovakia,  Belgium  and 
Netherlands  show  decreases  from  last  year  of  9.5  per  cert,  7.4  per  cent, 
and  18.9  per  cent,  respectively,  while  in  Germany  the  acreage  is  less  than 
1  per  cent  below  the  1928  acreage.     Estimates  of  the  world  sugar  beet  acre- 
age by  countries  are  given  on  page  120.    Reports  on  crop  conditions  in 
Europe  continue  to  be  favorable,  although,  in  some  countries  the  crop  is 
said  to  be  from  10  days  to  2  weeks  behind  its  usual  development  at  this 
season  of  the  year.     In  Western  Europe,  however,  the  crop  is  reported  as 
normally  advanced. 

Changes  in  sugar  tariffs  and  internal  taxes  are  reported  from  Sweden, 
Lithuania  and  Germans'-.     In  Sweden,  according  to  a  trade  report,  the  Riksdag 
has  voted  to  remove  the  consumption  tax  of  .49  cents  per  pound  (4  ore  per 
kilogram)  effective  from  July  1.    The  import  duty  of  1.22  cents  per  pound 
(10  ore  per  kilogram)  on  refined  and  .35  cents  per  pound  (7  ere  per  kilo- 
gram) on  raw  sugar  remain  unchanged.     The  Lithuanian  tariff  was  raised  on 
June  2  from  1.36  cents  to  2.04  cents  per  pound  (30  to  45  lits  per  100  kilo- 
grams) on  granulated  sugar,  and  from  1,59  cents  to  2.27  cents  per  pound 
(35  to  50  lits  per  kilogram)  for  lump  sugar,     In  Germany  a  bill  has  been 
introduced  to  increa.se  the  average  sales  price  governing  the  tariff  (see 
"Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  February  11,  1929,  page  168)  from  4.53  cents 
to  4.93  cents  per  pound  (21  to  23  markd  per  50  kilograms).     The  report 
states  that  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  Reichstag  will  act  vcpon  it  before 
adjourning. 


FRUIT,     VEGETABLES    AND  NUTS 


APPLE  AND  PEAR  PROSPECTS  IN  ENGLAND:    Apple  prospects  in  England 
at  the  beginning  of  July  varied  from  light  to  good,  according  to  a  cable 
to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Agri- 
cultural  Commissioner  Foley,  who  quotes  the  report  of  the  British  Ministry 
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of  Agriculture .     Of  the  culinary  apples,  Lane's  Prince  Albert  was  expected 
to  be  good,  while  Bramley's  Seedling  and  Newton's  Wonder  were  generally 
light.     Damage  from  sawfly  has  "been  reported  in  Kent  and  Essex.    The  out- 
look for  dessert  apples  was  good  for  Worcester,  Pearmain,  Beauty  of  Bath, 
and  Allington  Pippin,  hut  Cox's  Orange  pippin  is  light.     The  pear  crop  is 
variable.     Conference  and  fertility  varieties  are  fair,   out  considerable 
dropping  is  reported. 

MARKET  POP  DRIED  PRUNES  IN  ITALY:     Although  Italy  is  an  important 
exporter  of  fruits,  the  country  depends  to  a  large  extent  upon  Yugoslavia 
and  the  United  States  for  its  dried  prune  requirements,  according  to  a  re- 
port received  in  the  foreign  Service,  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
from  Consul  W.  0.  Jones  at  Rome.     The  domestic  production  of  dried  prunes 
during  the  four  years  1924-192?  averaged  1,637,000  pounds  annually.  Im- 
ports during  the  same  period  averaged  5,756,000  pounds  annually.  Yugoslavia 
as  a  rule  supplies  from  50  to  65  per  cent  of  the  total  imports  and  the 
United  States  from  30  to  35  per  cent  of  the  total.     There  has  been  a  steady 
expansion  in  the  Italian  market  for  prunes  during  the  past  seven  years,  im- 
ports having  increased  from  5,689,000  pounds  in  1922  to  14,446,000  pounds 
in  1928.     Since  the  Italian  demand  for  dried  prunes  is  increasing  so  rapidly 
efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  the  domestic  output.     Owing  to  the 
length  of  time  required  for  the  development  of  a  profitable  industry,  how- 
ever, it  will  "be  some  years  before  a  domestic  trade  of  any  consequence  can 
be  established.      According  to  present  indications,  any  such  development 
would  still  fall  far  short  of  keeping  pace,  with  the  demand,   states  Cousul 
Jones.     It  seems,  therefore,   that  a  very  good  -opportunity  exists  in  Italy 
for  American  prune  producers  and  exporters  to  supply  an  increasing  propor- 
tion of  the  Italian  prone  requirements.     See  Foreign  Service  release,  ?.S./ 
P-80,  July  8,  1929. 

SPANISH  ONION  SHIPMENTS  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES:     Shipments  of  Spanish 
"babosa"  onions  to  the  United  States  from  June  22  to  July  8  amounted  to 
1,500  cases,  16,133  half-cases,  and  44,950  crates,  according  to  a  cable 
received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
from  Consul  Clement  S.  Edwards  at  Valencia.     This  brings  total  shipments 
thus  far  this  season  from  late  in  May  to  July  8  up  to  the  equivalent  of 
109,000  bushels  as  compared  with  142,000  bushels  from  late  in  May  to  July 
11  last  season.     Valencia.-*  quotations  c.i.f.  New  York  are  now  ranging 
around  71  cents  per  crate,  according  to  Mr.  Edwards.     The  last  shipment  of 
"babosa"  onions  to  the  United  States  last  season  was  made'on  July  11. 
The  "grano"  crop  is  ready  for  shipment  late  in  July.     See  Foreign  Service

BUTTER  PRICES  IN  EUROPEAN  MARKETS  SLIGHTLY  LOWER:    A  general  slight 
decline  in  butter  quotations  is  indicated  by  cabled  reports  from  the  prin- 
cipal European  markets  as  of  July  11,     The  Copenhagen  official  quotation 
was  equivalent  to  35,1  -cents  per  pound  against  35.7  cents  the  previous 
Thursday,  and  36.3  cents  a  year  ago.    The  London  market  was  reported  slow 
with  quotations  a  shade  lower  on  practically  all  descriptions.    New  York 
quotations  on  92  score  were  42-1/2  cents  on  July  11,  42  cents  the  -previous 
week,  and  45  cents  a  year  ago.     Shipments  afloat  as  of  July  5  had  fallen,  to 
7,616,000  pounds  from  New  Zealand,  3,080,000  pounds  from  Australia,  and

CHINESE  WOOL  MARKET  CONDITIONS:     Stocks  'of  wool  at  Tientsin,  Kalgan 
and  Paotow,  the  principal  concentration  points  for  North  China  and  Kansa 
wools,  are  small  owing  to  the  diversion  of  the  Mongolian  trade  to  ports  of 
Russia  and  to  disturbances  in  the  province  of  Kansu  which  are  retarding 
shipments  of  Sining  wool,  according  to  a    radiogram  received  by  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  General  Gauss 
at  Tientsin.     Only  small  amounts  of  Sining  wool  are  now  available  and  the 
new  clip  of  Mongolian  wools  will  not  begin  to  arrive  until  about  the  first 
of  September.    Demand  from  America  .is  only  moderate  and  sales  to  other 
countries  are  very  small.     Consul  Gauss  reports  the  declared  exports  of 
wool  from  Tientsin  to  America  during  June  amounted  to  2,269,052  pounds  as 
follows:     Carding  wool  in  the  grease  929,610  pounds,  washed  299,205  pounds 
and  scoured  267,684  pounds;  combing  wool  in  the  grease  718,251  pounds,  and 
scoured  54,  302  pounds. 
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Supplies  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  the  United  States  are  larger  now 
than  a  year  ago.    Prices  are  somewhat  lower  than  last  year.     Imports  so 
far  during  1929  have  "been  slightly  larger  than  in. 1928,  "but  still  repre- 
sent less  than  one  per  cent  of  the  estimated  total  domestic  production, 
according  to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics.    New  Zealand  is  the  leading  factor  in  the 
United  States  mutton  and  lamb  import  trade,  with  Australia  growing  in 
importance.     There  are  signs  of  increased  production  in  Argentina,  but 
the  quarantine  now  in  force  prevents  the  receipt  of  any  unprocessed  meat 
from  that  source.     The  American  market  appears  to  be  less  attractive  to 
Canadian  sheep  meat  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  but  exports  of  live  sheep 
from  that  country  have  been  larger  so  far  this  year  than  in  1928.  The 
increases  in  domestic  production  of  mutton  and  lamb  noted  in  the  United 
States  for.  the  past  few  years  tend  to  decrease  further  the  small  quanti- 
ties of  imported  muttpn  and  lamb  consumed  in  the  United  States.  Since 
the  war  this  country  has  had  an  import  balance  in  sheep  meat.     In  pre- 
war years,  exports  predominated.     In  Great  Britain,  imported  sheep  meafe, 
largely  from  New  Zealand,  is  in  a  position  more  favorable  than  a  year 
ago  to  compete  with  other  meats,  including  cured  pork  exported  from  the 
United  States.     Imports  of  mutton  and  lamb  are  slightly  larger  than  in 
1928,  and  prices  have  had  a  tendency  to  go  below  those  of  last  year.  In 
both  beef  and  pork,  prices  in  the  British  market  during  recent  months 
have  averaged  considerably  above  those  of  the  same  period  of  1928.  Great 
Britain  is  the  leading  overseas  consumer  of  Southern  Hemisphere  mutton,  lamb 
and  beef,  as  well  as  of  United  States  pork  exports. 
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The  interests  of  the  United  States  in  the  international  mutton  and 
lamb  situation  are  (l)  as  an  importer  of  relatively  small  quantities,  and 
(2)  as  an  exporter  of  pork  products  which  must  compete  in  foreign  markets 
with  other  meats  to  some  extent,  in  addition  to  competing  with  pork.  So 
far  in  1929,  the  quantities  of  mutton  and  lamb  seeking  a  market  in  the 
United  States  have  been  a  little  larger  fchan  a  year  ago,  as  have  the  vol- 
umes received  in  Great  Britain,  the  leading  foreign  market  for  American 
pork  -oroducts.    The  tendency  of  the  price  level  in  importing  and  exporting 
countries  has  been  to  go  below  that  of  a  year  ago. 

Total  imports  of  sheep  meat  into  the  United  States  during  1928 
amounted  to  less  than  one  per  cent  of  the  estimated  domestic  production 
for  that  year,  most  of  it  coming  from  New  Zealand.     Current  imports  from 
that  source,  however,  have  run  slightly  behind  those  of  1928  owing  to  re- 
duced receipts  of  mutton.     Larger  receipts  of  that  product  from  Australia 
held  the  total  for  the  first  5  months  above  that  of  the  corresponding  1928 
period.    Receipts  from  Canada  have  been  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  when 
the  United  States  market  was  offering  better  prices  than  at  present.  A 
small  quantity  of  processed  sheep  meat  has  been  received  this  year  from 
Argentina,  but  trade  with  that  country  in  mutton  and  lamb  has  been  insig- 
nificant since  the  enactment  of  the  quarantine  against  unprocessed  meat 
products  from  South  America  as  of  January  1,  1927. 

The  increase  in  1929  of  supplies  in  exporting  countries  as  against 
1928  figures  indicates  the  availability  of  more  mutton  and  lamb  for  the 
American  market.     Domestic  supplies,  however,  are  also  larger,  carrying 
on  the  tendency  noted  for  several  years.     The  preponderance  of  domestic 
supplies  controls  price  conditions  in  this  country,  and  supplies  appear 
to  be  keeping  pace  fairly  well  with  domestic  requirements.     It  is  evident, 
therefore,  that  continued  increased  production  such  as  that  of  recent 
years  will  tend  to  limit  materially  the  market  requirements  for  imported 
supplies . 

Prevailing  tariff  schedules  also  have  contributed  to  the  limiting 
of  foreign  supplies.     In  1920  and  most  of  1921,  during  the  period  of  free 
entry,  imports  were  the  heaviest  of  the  post-war  period,  and  domestic 
sheep  numbers  were  on  their  way  toward  the  low  point  reached  in  1922. 
Following  those  years,  the  combined  influences  of  the  1922  duties  and  in- 
creases in  sheep  numbers  have  served  to  keep  the  proportion  of  supplies 
coming  from  imports  at  a  low  point.     For  most  of  the  years  of  the  post- 
war period,  Canada  and  Argentina  provided  the  bulk  of.  the  mutton  and  lamb 
imported  into  the  United  States,  with  Canada  somewhat  in  the  lead.  For 
the  past  2  years,  however,  New  Zealand  and  Australia  have  secured  the 
bulk  of  the  business.     See  page  110  for  details  on  the  situation  in  the 
United  States. 
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The  tendency  toward  increased  sheep  numbers  in  exporting  countries, 
particularly  within  the  British  Empire,  has  some  significance  with  respect 
to  cpmpetit ion  with  American  pork  in  addition  to  increasing  the  world's 
wool. supply.    There  appears  to  have  been  some  check  upon  the  growth  of 
sheep  numbers  "in  1928,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  severe  Australian 
drought.    More  favorable  production  conditions  for  1929  have  been  indi- 
cated for  most  countries,  however.    New  Zealand,  the  leading  mutton  and 
lamb  exporter,  reported  a  substantial  increase  in  breeding  ewes  for.  1928 
as  against  1927.     So  far  during  1929,  both  Great  Britain  and  France,  the 
leading  European  buyers  of  overseas  mutton  and  lamb,  have  imported  quan- 
tities larger  than  those  of  1928.     In  recant  years,  the  British  tro.de  has 
shown  signs  of  concentrating  to  a  larger  extent  upon  supplies  from  Empire 
sources,  with  l^Tew  Zealand,  as  usual,  predominating. 

In  the  British  meat  market  at  present,  mat  ton  and  lamb  are  in  a 
much  more  favorable  competitive  position  with  respect  to  other  meats, 
both  fresh  and  cured,  than  they  were  a  year  ago.    The  present  situation  is 
the  result  largely  of  the  upward  movement  in  prices  of  practically  all 
meats  except  mutton  and  lamb,  which  have  either  advanced  very  little  or 
made  slight  declines  below< last  year's  levels.     In  the. case  of  cured  pork 
products,  price  advances  as  against  a  year  ago  have  been  around  25  per 
cent,   including  products  imported  from  the  United  States. 

While  not  strictly  competitive  with  cured  pork  products,  the  rela- 
tively low  price  level  prevailing  for  mutton  and  lamb  cannot  fail  to  have 
some  influence  upon  consumer's  choice.    When  compared  to  beef  prices  also, 
mutton  and  lamb  have  e.  relatively  better  price  position.     In  some  lines  of 
chilled  and  frozen  beef,  present  prices  are  about  19  per  cent  higher  than 
at  this  time  in  1928.    An  exception  is  noted  in  high  grade  Argentine 
chilled  hindquarters.     That  description  has  been  unusually  high  in  price 
for  about  2  years,  and  current  levels  have  tended  to  go  below  those  of  a 
year  ago,  with  consumer  resistance  as  an  important  factor.     Imports  of 
that  grade  so  far  this  year  have  been  smaller  than  in  1928.     See  page  113 
for  details  covering  conditions  in  Great  Britain. 

Sheep  numbers 

Sheep  numbers  in  24  countries,  including  Russia,  reached  424,000,000 
head  in  1928,  an  increase  of  1  per  cent  over  1927  and  8  per  cent  larger 
than  the  average  fcr  the  five  years  1909-1913.    Those  countries  produced  57 
per  cent  of  the  estimated  average  world  sheep  total  for  the  five  years 
1921-1925.     In  Europe  ana  Oceania  the  1928  numbers  were  lesr  than  in  1927, 
the  reduction  in  Europe  being  fairly  generally  distributed,  while  in  Oceania 
the  reduction  was  due  primarily  to  the  drought  in  Australia. 

Argentina  and  Uruguay,  both  Important  sheep  producing  countries,  are 
not  included  in  the  total  for  24  countries,  since  estimates  are  not  available 
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for  recent  years.    According  to  the  latest  indications  available,  however, 
Uruguay  had  considerably  more  sheep  in  1927  than  in  1924,  and  Argentina  in 
1927  had  at  least  as  many  and  probably  more  than  the  7:6,209,000  reported 
in  the  December  1922  census.    A  considerable  period  of  dry  weather  was  re- 
ported for  both  of  those  countries  in  recent  months,  although  they  have 
been  benefitted  somewhat  by  later  rains. 

Preliminary  returns  for  New  South  Wales,  the  state  supporting  over 
half  of  the  sheep  in  Australia,  give  an  estimate  as  of  January  1,  1929  of 
52,700,000  against  48,920,000  head  as  of  the  sane  date  of  1928,  an  in- 
crease of  8  per  cent,  according  to  a  report  from  Consul  General  Lav/ton  at 
Sydney.    The  increase  appears  to  have  occurred  in  spite  of  the  dry  weather 
experienced  in  that  state  during  most  of  1928.     In  New  Zealand  also  an  in- 
crease of  sheep  numbers  for  1929  is  indicated,  since  the  number  of  breed- 
ing ewes  on  hand  in  1928  was  larger  than  in  1927.     See  table,  page  89,  for 
details  on  breeding  ewes. 

In  the  United  States  and  Canada,  increases  in  sheep  numbers  placed 
the  figures  at  47,970,000  as  of  January  1,  1929  in  the  former  country, and 
at  3,416,000  head  as  of  July  1928  in  the  latter.    The  Canadian  figure  works 
out  at  only  1.5  animals  -per  1,000  acres  of  land,  against  234  per  1,000 
acres  in  the  United  States.     In  the  Southern  Hemisphere  countries,  Uruguay 
has  487  sheep  per  1,000  acres;  408  in  New  Zealand,  135  in  the  Union  of 
South  Africa,  53  in  Australia,  and  52  in  Argentina.    Rough  estimates  for 
the  number  of  sheep  per  person  for  certain  exporting  countries  show  that 
New  Zealand  leads  with, approximately  20  sheep  per  capita  in  1928,  while 
Australia  comes  next  with  17,  and  Uruguay  third  with  13.     Argentina  has 
about  4  sheep  per  capita,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  5.     AH  of  the 
countries  listed  on  pages  87  and  38,  with  the  exception  of  Canada  and  . 
Russia,  have  fewer  sheep  per  capita  than  before  the  war.     See  also  table, 
page  39 . 

Commercial  slaughter 

Slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  for  commercial  production  in  7  a/ 
countries  for  which  estimates  are  available  for  the  early  months  of  1929 
indicate  a  7  per  cent .  increase  as  against  a  year  ago.     The  only  countries 
re-porting  decreases  are  Germany  and  New  Zealand.     In  the  latter  country, 
the  season  of  heaviest  movement  to  market  is  about  to  begin,  with  indica- 
tions of  more  animals  than  last  year  being  available.     Slaughter  during 
1928,  in  10  countries  reporting,  showed  a  decline  below  1927  of  about  2 
.per  cent.    Exporting  countries  slaughtered  or  killed  for  export  2  per  cent 
fewer  animaJs,  while  importing  countries  reported  a.  slaughter  1  per  cent 
under  that  of  1927.    The  countries  in  which  the  1928  slaughter  exceeded 
that  of  1927  were  Australia,  Argentina,  Canada,  and  the  United  States.  See 
table,  page  90.

Per  capita  consumption 

The  general  tendency  in  1928  in  most  countries  for  which  per  capita 
consumption  estimates  have  been  made  was  to  consume  more  sheep  meat  and  pork 
and  less  beef  per  capita.    The  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  the  United  King- 
dom, which  consumed  less  .of '  all  threi., ,  although  salt* on  and  lamb  imports  were 
larger  than  in  1927;  Prance,  which  consumed  less  mutton  and  more  beef,  and 
Germany,  where  there  was  the  same  mutton  consumption  in  1928  as  in  1927,  and 
slightly  more  beef  and  pork.     In  the  United  Spates,  the  total  per  capita 
consumption  of  all  meats  was  down,  as  it  was  in  the  United  Kingdom,  Belgium, 
and  Prance.     In  Germany,  the  total  per  cap'oia  consmrr:t ion  rose  in  1928,  aid. 
there  were  indications  of  an  increase  in  Argentina.     Canada,  with  less  than 
0,4  sheep  per  person,  or  about  the  same  as  in  the  United  States,  had  a  per 
capita  mutton  and  lamb  consumption  in  1923  of  6.5  pounds  against  the  United 
States  figure  of  5.6  pounds.     The  figure  for  the  United  Kingdom  was  25.1 
pounds.

Principal  exporting  countries 

The  upward  trend  of  mutton  and  lamb  supplies  in  the  principal  ex- 
porting countries  appears  to  be  assured  continuation  this  season  "by  the 
favorable  production  conditions  experienced  during  March,  April  and  May, 
which  constitute  the  late  summer  and  autumn  season  in  the  Southern  Hemi- 
sphere.    In  New  Z'ea^-and  ,  the  leading  exporter  of  sheep  meat,  favorable 
conditions  were  experienced  also  in  1928,  when  there  was  an  increase  in 
breeding  ewes.     In  Australia,  the  state  of  New  South  Wales  also  reports 
favorable  production  conditions  this  year.     Slaughter  in  all  exporting 
countries,  including  Canada,  has  been  heavier  so  far  as  reported  for  1929 
than  in  1928. 

New  Zealand 

Exports  of  New  Zealand  mutton  and  lamb  for  the  first  four  months 
of  1929  totaled  3,542,000  carcasses,  a  decrease  of  5  per  cent  below  the 
figures  for  the  corresponding  1928  -period.     Of  the  1929  figure,  77,000 
carcasses  went  to  ports  ether  than  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  against  48,000 
in  1928.    As  measured  in  pounds,  however,  the  United  Kingdom  reports  im- 
ports from  New  Zealand  larger  for  the  first  five  months  of  1929  than  for 
the  same  months  of  last  year.     From  United  States  import  figures,  it  ap- 
pears that  receipts  from  New  Zealand  from  January  to  May  1929  were  22  per 
cent  under  those  of  a  year  earlier,  with  the  decrease  coming  in  mutton, 
since  there  was  an  increase  of  200:,O00  pounds  in  the  lamb  imports  from 
that  source. 

On  April  30,  1929,  the  stocks  of  mutton  and  lam"b  in  store  in  New 
Zealand  were  655,000  carcasses  of  mutton  compared  with  691,000  on  the 
same  date  of  1928.     In  lamb,      however,  the  1929  and  1928  figures  were 
1,517,000  and  1,418,000  respectively,  according  to  Consul  General  Lowrie 
at  Wellington.     For  the  year  ended  March  31,  1928,  production  of  mutton 
and  lamb  in  New  Zealand  reached  404,000,000  pounds,  one  of  the  largest 
post-war  production  figures  and  above  the  pre-war  average.    Exports  of 
mutton  and  lamb  from  New  Zealand  for  the  calendar  year  1928  reached  the 
high  figure  of  318,000,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  2  per  cent  over  the 
1927  exports,  but  26  per  cent  below  the  record  export  of  192$. 

New  Zealand  has  the  largest  nunber  of  sheep  per  capita  and  is  one 
of  the  greatest  consumers  of  sheep  p.eat  in  the  world,  and  is  the  world's 
largest  exporter  of  such  meat.    Exports  so  far  reported  for  1929  are  "be- 
low those  of  a  year  ago,  "but  indications  point  to  an  increase  of  sheep 
numbers-  above  those  of  1928.    Breeding  ewes  in  1923  were  more  numerous 
than  a  year  earlier  at  15,534,000,  and  conditions  surrounding  "breeding 
were  good.     The  United  Kingdom  is  the  leading  market  for  New  Zealand  ex- 
port sheep  meat,  with  some  coming  to  the  United  States.     In  1928  the  ex- 
ports to  this  market  were  the  largest  since  1922,

Sheep  slaughter  in  Argentina  for  the  first  four  months  of  1929  in 
freezing  and  chilling  plants  is  estimated  at  2,293,000,  an  increase  of 
20  per  cent  over  that  of  the  same  period  in  1928.    Unusually  dry  weather 
for  several  months  has  been  unfavorable  for  pastures,-  with  the  result 
that  killings  were  stimulated.     The  average  price,  per  head,  dressed 
weight,  paid  for  sheep  by  freezing  companies  at  Buenos  Aires  were  lower 
in  April  than  in  March  and  also  below  those  of  last  year.    Lambs,  how- 
ever, were  higher  than  a  year  ago.    Mutton  and  lamb  exports  from  Argen- 
tina during  the  first  three  months  of  1929  reached  39, 000., 000  pounds,  an 
increase  of  nearly  5,000 ,000 ■ pounds  over  the.  same .period  of • 1928.  See 
table, 'page  102.  ■  • 

For  the  calendar  year  1928,  sheep  slaughter  at • the ■ same  plants  as 
reported  for  1929  was  4,740,000,  a- slight  increase -over  1927.  Killings 
at  the  Liniers  markets,  mostly  for  domestic  consumption,  were  less  during 
the  first  four  months  of  the  current  year  and  also  lower  than  1927  during 
1928.    Argentine  exports  of  mutton  and  lamb  during  1928  were  unofficially 
estimated  at  172,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease  below  the  1927  figure  but  high- 
er than  in  1926  and  above  the  pre-war  average.    .Receipts  of  Argentine  sheep 
meat  in  Great  Britain,  the  chief  market,  were,  lower  during  the'  first  five 
months  of  1929  than  a  year  ago,  and  the  1928  figures  also  went  below  those 
of  1927.    Before  the  placing  of  the  quarantine  on  fresh  and  frozen  meats 
from  South  America  effective  January  1,  1927,  Argentina  sent  as  ranch  mut- 
ton and  lamb  to  the  United  States  as  did  New  Zealand.    By  1928,  however, 
that  trade  had  practically  disappeared.- 

Argentina  is  the  second  largest  exporter  of  mutton  and  lamb,  with 
only  about  one-fifth  as.  many  sheep  per  capita  as  has  New  Zealand.     The  per 
capita  consumption  of  sheep  meat  is  only  about  one- fourth  that  of  the 
chief  exporter,  and  that  figure  has  fallen  considerably  since  1921.  The 
number  of  sheep  in  Argentina  at  present  is  estimated  by  the  Buenos  Aires 
branch  of  the  First  National  Bank' of  Boston  at  between  36,,000,QQQ  and 
40,000,000  he'ad.     The  December  1922  census  placed  sheep  numbers  at  36,209,000 
head  against  43,225,000  in  June'  1914.    According  to  studies  made  by  the 
Bank,  concerning  wool  production  in  Argentina,  the  great  declines  in  sheep 
numbers  which  took  place  between  1900  and  1914  were  not  continued  after 
the  latter  year.    Farm,  flocks  appear  to  be  growing  more  general  and  are 
compen sating  somewhat  for  the  shrinking  in  the  large  flocks  kept  by  growers 
specializing  in  mutton  and  lamb,    Buenos  Aires  is  the  leading  sheep  raising 
province.     According  to  the  1922  census,  there  were  12,903,000  sheep  in 
that  -province  against  18,776,000  in  June  1914.    Estimates  compiled  by  the 
provincial  government  show  the  same  number  for  1914,  and  12,550,000  in 
1927,  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent  below  the  1922  census  figure.

Exports  of  mutton  and  lamb  from  Australia  for  the  first  four  months 
of  1929  aggregated  579, .000  carcasses,  an  increase  of  49  per  cent  over  the 
same  period  of  1928.     The  increased  exports  were  encouraged  "by  the  droughty 
experiences  of  1928,  and  were  reflected  by  increased  imports  into  both 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  during  the  early  months  of  1929.  Ex- 
ports to  ports  other  than  in  the  United  Kingdom,  included  in  the  above 
figure,  were"  80,000  carcasses  against  42,000  for  the  same "period  of  1928. 
It  is  probable  that  the  United  States  received  most  of  the  indicated  in-  , 
crease.     Included  in  the . shipment s  to  other  countries  during  April  were 
2,000  mutton  carcasses  for  New  York  and  2,497  for  Montreal.     Those  ship- 
ments about  closed  the  season  for  shipping  to  North  America,     the  "Pastoral 
Review"  reports,  owing  to  the  opening  of  the  new  season  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada.    Prices  in  New  South  Wales  have  been  easier  in  recent 
months  and  indications  point  to  further  reductions* 

Exports  for  the  calendar  year  1928  totaled  2,004,000  carcasses,  an 
increase  of. 15  per  cent  over  the  1927  figure,  according  to  the  "Pastoral 
Review".     In  1927  the  exports  of  frozen  mutton  and  lamb  ran  38  per  cent 
under  1926  figures,  and  62  per  cent  under  the  pre-war  average.  Larger 
quantities  have  been  sent  to  the  United  States  during  1927  and  1928,  The 
relatively  unfavorable  position  held  by  Australian  sheep  meat  in  the  Brit- 
ish market  is  encouraging  the  development  of  the  outlet  in  the  United 
States,  according  to  the  "Country  Life  and  Stock  and  Station  Journal." 
Plans  are  being  laid  to  offer  canned  mutton  and  lamb  on  the  American  market. 
Sheep  numbers  in  Australia  stood  at  100,610,000  head  as  of  January  1,  1928 
against  104,267,000  a  year  earlier,  the  reduction  being  laid  to  the  pro- 
longed drought  of  1927-28.     Improved  conditions  in  New  South  Wales,  as  re- 
ported by  Consul  General  Lawton  at  Sydney,  are  expected  to  raise  the  1929 
total  above  that  of  1928.     The  number  of  sheep  per  1,000  acres  stood  at  53 
in  1928,  a  point  far  bejtow  that  of  New  Zealand  but  slightly  above  the  Ar- 
gentine figure. 

Australia  ranks  third  among  the  mutton  and  lamb  exporting  countries. 
The  number  of  sheep  per  capita  lies  below  the  high  New  Zealand  figure,  but 
considerably  above  that  of  Argentina.    New  South  Wales  carries  about  50 
per  cent  of  the  Australian  sheep,  and  per  capita  consumption  of  mutton  and 
lamb  in  that  state  stood  at  72  pounds  in  1927,  an  increase  over  1925,  but  , 
below  the  pre-war  level.     The  "Pastoral  Review"  reported  favorable  lambing 
conditions  during  April  and  May,  the  autumn  season  in  New  South  Wales,  with 
a  consequent  plentiful  supply  of  fat  sheep  and  lambs.

Sheep  slaughter  in  Uruguayan  freezing  works  for  the  first  four'  months 
of  1929  increased  50  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  1928  figure  to  reach 
576,000  head.     Eor  the  calendar  year  1928  slaughterings  stood  at  835,000 
head,  a  point  44  per  cent  below  that  of  1927.    Practically  all  of  the  busi- 
ness in  frozen  mutton  exports  from  Uruguay  has  developed  since  the  war, 
with  the  bulk  of  it  going  to  Great  Britain.     By  1927,  exports  had  reached 
54,000,000  pounds,  but  figures  for  the  first  9  months  of  1928  indicate  a 
decline  below  the  movement  of  the  preceding  year.    Uruguayan  lands  are  pe- 
culiarly adapted  to  sheep  raising  as  against  other  forms  of  agriculture, 
that  country  leading  all  others  in  the  number  of  sheep  per  1,000  acres 
which  stood  at  487  for  1927.     The  number  of  sheep  per  capita  in  that  year 
stood  at  13,  being  exceeded  only  by  Australia  and  New  Zealand.    Per  capita 
consumption  of  all  meat  also  is  high,  amounting  to  393  pounds  for  1927. 
The  total  number  of  sheep  in  1927  was  officially  estimated  at  22,500,000, 
an  increase  over  1924  figures,  but  under  1908.

Canada 

Inspected  sh'eep  slaughter  in  Canada  for  the  first  five  months  of 
1929  reached  113,000  head,  an  increase  of  20  per  cent  over  slaughter  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  1928.    Total  exports  of  mutton  and  lamb. for 
the  1929  period,  however,  were  reported  at  figures  slightly  lower  than' 
those. of  the  preceding  year,. with  exports  to  the  United  States  about  the 
same  as  for  the  first  five  months  of  1928.     Live  sheep  exports  so  far  re- 
ported for  1929  stand  at  5,434  head,  an  increase  of  about  2,000  head  over 
the  figure     for  January-May  1928.    practically  all  of  the  sheep  exported 
from  Canada  are  marketed  in  the  United  States.    About  11,000  sheep  were  so 
marketed  during  the  calendar  year  1928,  a  sharp  reduction  from  any  of  the 
preceding  four  years. 

Of  a  total  mutton  and  lamb  production  of  61,000,000  pounds  in  1928, 
Canada  exported  1,128,000  pounds,  or  two  per  cent.     In  1925,  when  produc- 
tion was  estimated  at  48,0.00,000  pounds,  exports  .amounted  to  6  per  cent  of 
the  production  figure.    Per  capita  consumption  in  Canada  stood  at  9;1 
pounds  in  1910  and  rose. to  11. 4. pounds  in  1321.    After  dropping  to  5.0  for 
1925,  the  figure  reached  6.5  pounds  in  1928.     In  1928,  70  per  cent  of  the 
sbeep  in  Canada  were  in  the  provinces  of  Ontario,  Quebec,  and  Alberta.  In 
the  western  province's  of  Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  British  Columbia,  and  Man- 
itoba, sheep  numbers  have  almost  doubled  since  1925  to  reach  1,009,868„  in 
1928,  .

Live  Stock  Market  and  Meat  Trade  Beview,  1928, 'and 


Principal  importing  countries 


United  States  imports  of  fresh  and  frozen  mutton  and  lamb  were  placed 
at  2,561,000  pounds  for  the  first  five  months  of  1929,  an  increase  of  36.2  per 
carryover  the  corresponding  months  of  1928.     The  1929  figure  was  divided  into 
1,943,000  pounds  of  lamb,  paying  a  duty  of  four  cents  per  pound,  and  616,000 
pounds  of  mutton,  paying  2.5  cents  per  pound.    The  proposed  rates  in  the  tar- 
iff bill  now  under  consideration  would  place  a  duty  of  seven  cents  on  lamb  and 
live  cents  on  mutton.  Of  the  lamb  imports  recorded  for  1929,  61.8  per  cent 
came  frorr^New  Zealand.  In  mutton, Australia  provided  91.9  per  cent  of  the  total* 
So  tar  this  year, Canada  has  sent  less  sheep  meat  than  last  year  to  United  S*aWJ3

markets.  Domestic  mutton  and  lamb  prices,  which  were  higher  in  1929  than  in 
1923  during' the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  went  below  last  year  in  April  and 
May,     The  lower  prices  are  explained  by  a  large  increase  in  domestic  supplies, 
with  lamb  receipts  at  seven  primary  markets  13  per  cent  larger  than  a  year 
ago  for  the  four  weeks  ended  May  18. 

Sheep  meat  imports  for  the  calendar  year  1928  increased  19.4  per 
cent  over  192?  to  reach  3,158,000  pounds.    The  1923  figure,  however,  was 
somewhat  under  that  of  1925,     Lamb  from  New  Zealand  was  the  leading  item 
in  the  1928  imports.     In  the  preceding  year,  lamb  from  Canada  was  out- 
standing, while  in  1926  the  largest  lamb  imports  came  from  Argentina,  In 
1928,  total  production  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  the  United  States  was  esti- 
mated at  671, 000 ,.000.  pounds,  •  the  largest  figure  since  pre-war  years.  When 
compared  with  the  domestic  production  figure,  total  imports  for  1928  re^  - 
present  only  0.47  per  cent  of  the  domestic  figure.   

During  the  11  years  1918  to  1928,  the  United  States  imported  a 
total  of  about  167,000,000  pounds  of  mutton  and  lamb ,  a  figure  represent- 
ing about  25  per  cent  of  the  total  domestic  production  as  estimated  for 
the  year  1928.     Of  the  total  imports  indicated,  New  Zealand  sent  some 
$4,000,000  pounds,  Canada  35,000,000  pounds,  Argentina  22,000,000  pounds, 
%nd  Australia  nearly  5,000,000  pounds.    The  year  of  heaviest  total  import 
tame  in  1920,  when  more  than  101,000,000  pounds  were  admitted.    New  Zea- 
land sent  65,000,000  pounds  in  that  year  alone,  which  represent  77  per  cent 
Of  the  total  receipts  from  that  country  during  the  11  years  indicated.  The 
year  1920  also  was  the  peak  for  receipts  from  other  countries,  both  Canada 
and  Argentina  sending  more  than  9,000,000  pounds  each,  and, imports  from 
Australia  reached  nearly  1,500,000  pounds.     Imports  since  1920  have  never 
approached  the  level  of  that  year,  the  total  figures  between  1924  and  1928 
ranging  from  2,000,000  to  3,400,000  pounds. 

The. period  1918  to  May  27,  1921  was  included  in  the  era  of  free 
entry  for  mutton  and  lamb.    The  large  imports  of  1920,  therefore,  and  to  a 
lesser  extent  in  1921,  occurred  just  before  the  imposing  of  a  rate  of  two 
cents  per  pound  on  both  mutton  and  lamb.    Since  September  21,  1922,  the 
present  rates  of  duty  have  prevailed.     In  that  year,  total  imports  were 
little  more  than  5,000,000  pounds,  and  have  not  been  that  high  in  any  year 
thereafter.    Since  1922  the  number  of  sheep  on  farms  in  the  United  States 
has  been  growing  steadily,  going  from  about  36,000,000  in  that  year  to 
aore  than  47,000,000  as  of  January  1,  1929.    The  average  for  the  pre-war 
years  1909-1913  was  45,356,000  head.    The  international  trade  of  the  United 
States  in  live  sheep  invMves  negligible  numbers.     The  figure  for  1928  was 
21,802,  most  of  which  came  from  Mexico.     The  1927  imports  of  28,598  were 
about  equally  divided  between  Canada  and  Mexico.    The  present  duty  on  sheep 
is  $2.00  per  head.    The  proposed  new  rate  is  $3.00.    Since  the  war  there 
has  been  an  import  balance  in  live  sheep,  as  opposed  to  an  export  balance 
during  the  years  1909  to  1913.

United  Kingdom 

The  more  favorable  price  position  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  British 
markets  this  year  as  againat  last  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the 
prices  of  imported  sheep  meat  are  .slightly  below  those  of  a  year  ago, 
whereas  in  some  lines  of  chilled  and  frozen  beef  prices  are  about  19  per 
cent  higher  than  those  of  last  year.     Cured  pork  products ,  including 
those  from  the  United  States,  have  been  around  25  per  cent  higher. 

The  official  British  "Agricultural  Market  Report",  quoting  London 
Central  Markets  wholesale  prices,   indicates  a  May  1929  average  for  fresh 
British  lamb  0.23  per  cent  above  that  of  May  1928.     Hew  Zealand  frozen 
mutton  and  lamb,  however,  averaged  4.62  per  cent  and  2.35  per  cent  re- 
spectively below  last  year.     Those  levels  represent  the  price  position  of 
the  bulk  of  the  frozen  mutton  and  lamb  entering  Great  Britain.  Argentine 
frozen  mutton  and  lamb  were  down  8.13  per  cent  and  0.91  per  cent  respect- 
ively, while  Australian  frozen  lamb  showed  a  decline  of  1.08  per  cent. 
The  important  imported  beef  item  of  Argentine  chilled  hindquarters  was 
down  1.32  per  cent  as  against  last  year,  with  the  general  level  still 
relatively  high.    The  cheaper  grades  of  imported  beef,  on  the  other  hand,  • 
were  up  'sharply,  with  Argentine  chilled  forequarters  up  19.10  per  cent  as 
against  May  1928,  and  Australian  frozen  hindquarters  19.31  per  cent  above 
a  year  ago. 

The  whole  range  of  pork  quotations  has  been  pushed  upward  by  the 
general  reduction  of  European  pork  supplies  during  1928  and  1929.  The 
London  average  of  first  quality  fresh  British  pork  was  -up  -24.98  per  cent 
in  May  as  against  a  year  ago.     In  cured  products  at  Liverpool,  as  reported 
by  the  American  agricultural  commissioner  at  London,  American  green  hams 
led.  the  series  with  a  gain  of  31.56  per  cent  in  May  over  May  1928.  Amer- 
ican green  bellies  averaged  24.93  per  cent  higher,  while  -Canadian  green 
sides  and  Danish  Wilt shires  were  up  24.77  and  23»15  per  -cent  respectively. 
Since  May  the  cured  pork  market,  has  shown  additional  strength,  and  indica- 
tions point  to  a  continued  relatively  high  price  level -for  the  next  12 
months  at  least.    The  general  level  of  meat  prices  in  British  markets  is 
considerably  higher  now  than  in  1927. 

The  movement  in  prices  of  imported  mutton  and  lamb  has  shown  a  slight 
upward  tendency  during  the  past  3  years.     The  current  level,  while  slightly 
below  last  year,  is  generally  in  line  with  the  longer^t ime  movement.  From 
the  seasonal  point  of  view,  prices  on  imported  products  tend  to  follow  some- 
what the  very  sharp  swings  of  the  price  curve  for  fresh  British  sheep  meat, 
which  reaches  its  peak  in  March  or  April  and  is  lowest  in  November  or  De- 
cember.    From  now  till  November  is  normally  the  period  of  heaviest  imports 
of  southern  hemisphere  sheep  meat.     While  the  price  curves  for  these  meats 
are  generally  much  flatter  than  for  domestic  products,  they  also  may  be  ex- 
pected to  approach  their  low  point  for  the  season  at  around  the  end  of  the 
year.    The  May  position,   is  a  point  in  the  downward  movement  in  British 
domestic  prices,  and  a  point  of  upward  movement  for  imported  products  prices, 
in  the  period  preceding  the  season  of  heaviest  shipments. 
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The  upward  trend  of  mutton  and  lamb  imports  into  the  United  King- 
dom was  continued  into  1929,  with  imports  for  the  first  five  months 
1.8  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  the  corresponding  1928  period.    New  Zea- 
land, as  usual,  provided  the  largest  share  of  the  imported  material,  im- 
ports from  that  source  amounting  to  about  49  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the 
1929  period.     Increases  occurred  also  in  imports  from  Australia.  Receipts 
from  South  America,  however,  were  below  those  of  the  first  5  months  of 
1928,  with  the  Uruguay  figure  showing  a  drop  of  some  42  per  cent  below 
last  year.     In  the  past  three  years,  imports  from  Argentina,  which  is  next 
to  New  Zealand  in  importance  in  the  British  trade,  have  about  held  their  own. 
Increased  receipts  from  New  Zealand  account  for  growing  totals  in  recent 
years.     In  1928,  total  imports  were  2.1  per  cent  and  5.2  per  cent  larger 
than  1927  and  1926  respectively.     When  compared  with  the  pre-war  year  1913,  the 
1928  imports  showed  a  gain  of  5.5  per  cent.     In  that  year  New  Zealand  supplied 
49.5  per  cent  of  the  total  against  41.2  per  cent  for  1913.

The  utilization  of  imported  sheep  meat  in  Trance  during  1929  gives 
some  indication  of  remaining  "below  the  levels  attained  in  the  years  1925 
to  1927.     Imports  of  mutton  and  lamb  into  France  from  all  sources  for  the 
first  four  months  of  1929  were  20.9  per  cent  larger  than  in  the  corre- 
sponding months  of  1928,  but  total  imports  for  all  of  that  year  were  only 
little  more  than  half  the  volume  of  the  1927  imports.    The  1928  imports 
also  showed  declines  of  24.9  per  cent  and  35.5  per  cent  respectively  below 
1923  and  1925.    The  post-war  import  trade  of  France  in  sheep  meat,  however, 
has  increased  many  times  over  the  pre-war  volume,  while  the  export  trade, 
has  remained  fairly  steady.    Argentina  is  the  leading  source  of  supply  now 
as  well  as  before  the  war,  with  Uruguay  in  second  place.     Little  or  no 
Australian  or  New  Zealand  sheep  meat  reaches  the  French  market.  That 
which  does  not  come  from  South  America  is  secured  from  neighboring  European 
countries,  and  included  largely  in  the  item  "Other  countries".  Argentina 
accounted  for  31,6  per  cent  of  the  total  imports  so  far  reported  for  1929, 
against  34.9  per  cent  for  the  whole  year  1928.     In  1927  and  1926,  35.9  per 
cent  and  58.6  per  cent  respect ively  came  from  Argentina,.

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International  trade 

The  upward  movement  in  international  trade  in  sheep  meat  during 
the  years  1926  to  1928  placed  the  total  imports  into  the  eight  leading  im- 
porting countries  for  the  latter  year  at  682,259,000  pounds.     That  figure 
was  only  slightly  under  the  1927  total,  and  since  it  .Was  based  on  prelim- 
inary returns,  the  final  figure  may  go  above  that  of  1927.     The  1928  im- 
ports were  larger  by  4.4  per  cent  than  those  of  1926,  -and  12  per  cent 
larger  than  the  average  imports  for  the  pre-war  years  1909-1913,  with 
Belgium  not  reporting  during  that  period.     In  1928,  imports  into  the  United 
Kingdom  accounted  for  94  per  cent  of  the  total  imports  indicated,  against 
92  per  cent  in  1927,  and  94  per  cent  in  1926.     In  the  pre-war  period,  98 
per  cent  of  the  total  imports  were  taken  by  the  United  Kingdom..  Figures 
for  the  six  important  exporting  countries  are  incomplete  for  1928,  "but  the 
two  earlier  years  show  increases  in  line  with  those  of  importing  countries 
as  against  recent  years  and  the  pre-war  average.
